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THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER’S 

REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 


I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the 
year  1964. 


The  health  of  the  district  during  the  year  has  on  the 
whole  been  good,  the  majority  of  deaths  being  in  the  higher 
age  groups.  There  has  been  an  absence  of  any  serious  out- 
breaks of  epidemic  disease.  The  incidence  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  has  been  low,  cases  occurring  have  been  ade- 
quately and  quickly  dealt  with  by  the  Chest  Physicians  at  the 
.Adelina  Patti  Memorial  Hospital,  Craigynos,  Penycae. 


There  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during 
the  year.  Inspections  have  been  carried  out  from  time  to 
time  of  various  food  handling  stores,  bake  houses,  licensed 
premises  and  shops  selling  ice  cream  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations.  Minor  defects  have  been  pointed  out  and 
corrected.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  legal 
proceedings  under  the  Byelaws. 
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The  rehousing  of  families  from  unfit  dwellings  continues 
together  with  apj  licants  from  the  ordinary  lists  in  cases  of 
hardship,  illness  and  overcrowding. 


Tenants  are  selected  with  the  assistance  of  a Point.s 
Scheme  adopted  by  the  Council  so  as  to  allocate  houses  to 
families  in  the  greatest  need,  conditions  of  existing  accom- 
modation, overcrowding  and  health  circumstances,  all  rating 
for  “points  award’’. 


When  Council  houses  are  allocated  to  applicants  their 
old  houses  are  inspected  with  a view  to  future  use  being 
considered.  These  houses,  if  they  are  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  cannot  be  repaired  at  a reasonable  expense 
are  then  covered  by  a Demolition  Order  or  Closing  Order. 


I wish  to  tendei  my  best  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their 
helpful  consideration  and  co-operation  in  all  matters  affecting 
Public  Health.  Also  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  in  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  Health 
Department.

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


There  are  five  piped  supplies  in.  the  area,  four  of  which 
are  chlorinated.  The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity  and  every  house  has  its  own  piped  supply, 
except  in  the  case  of  a few  scattered  dwellings  such  as 
isolated  farms.  There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  form  of 
contamination.  There  are  no  stand  pipes  supplies.

32  families  were  rehoused  during  the  year,  and  31 
houses  were  brought  up  to  the  standard  of  fitne.ss  required 
by  the  Housing  Repairs  & Rents  Act  1954. 


Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made  and 
advice  given  where  necessary.  The  inspection  of  locally 
killed  meat  was  maintained  at  100%. 


The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  came  into 
force  during  the  year  and  all  premises  falling  within  its  scope 
were  registered.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Both  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  and  three  collections  weekly  are  made  with  the 
exception  of  main  shopping  centre  where  the  collections  are 
carried  out  daily.  The  total  tonnage  collected  during  the 
year  was  9,f  87  tons. 

Three  sites  are  used  for  tipping,  Pantmaw/,  Rheolau 
and  Yniswen  ; at  these  tips  a measure  of  controlled  tipping 
is  practised.  Waste  material  from  building  operations  and 
County  Council  road  sweepings  are  used  for  covering  purposes 
levelling  and  tidying  up  being  done  by  the  Bristol  Tractor. 
Infestation  on  the  tips  is  kept  under  control  by  the  Rodent 
Operator. 


DISINFECTION 

Four  houses  were  disinfected  du’  ing  the  year  which 
is  a reflection  on  the  low  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in 
the  locality.  Fumigation  by  foimalin  gas  was  carried  out 
in  these  cases  and  a free  supply  of  liquid  disinfectant  for  the 
use  of  house-holders  concerned  in  washing  down  the  premises, 
bed-clothes,  drains  etc. 


MILK  SUPPLY 

Milk  delivery  vans  were  inspected  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations  1949  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactorih' 
kept.  During  the  year  5 samples  of  milk  were  taken  for 
analysis  from  .schools  in  the  area  all  of  which  were 
reported  as  being  satisfactory. 
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ICE  CREAM 

Only  three  premises  are  now  used  in  the  district  for  the 
manufacture  of  ice-tream  - the  greater  quantity  of  this 
commodity  now  being  sold  in  pre-packed  form  in  shops  and 
received  from  the  large  nationally  known  manufacturers  from 
without  the  area.  The  local  ice-cream  factories  are  regularly 
inspected,  particularly  during  the  summer  months  and  a 
satisfactory  degree  of  cleanliness  is  always  observed.  35 
samples  were  taken  for  analysis  from  these  premises  with  the 
following  results  :

It  is  encouraging  to  note  from  these  figures  that  by  far 
the  greater  number  of  samples  were  placed  in  Grade  1 and 
that  none  was  placed  in  Grade  4. 


FRIED  FISH  SHOPS 

A register  of  Fried  Fish  Shops  is  kept  and  five  premises 
throughout  the  area  have  been  registered.  Inspections  are 
made  during  the  daytime  when  preparation  for  the  evening’s 
business  is  carried  on,  also  occasional  visits  are  made  during 
the  evening.  I have  no  cause  to  report  any  serious  breach  of 
of  the  regulations. 


PRESERVED  FOODS 

Ten  presmises  have  been  registered  under  the  Food  A' 
Drugs  Act  as  premises  for  the  manufacture  of  preserved  foods. 
These  are  butchers  shops  or  butchery  departments  at  Co- 
operative Stores  where  sausages  are  made.  A separate  room 
is  used  for  the  manufacturing  process  and  a high  standard  of 
cleanliness  is  demanded  at  these  premises.  The  premises, 
including  the  utensils  are  inspected  and  examined  thoroughly. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  inspect  these  premises  at  least  once 
a month  more  often  than  not  during  the  hours  of  manufactur- 
ing. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


During  the  year  the  following  slaughterhouses  were 
registered  : 

1.  Danygraig,  Colbren,  occupied  by  Mr.  John  Jeffreys. 

2.  Glangiedd,  C-wmgiedd,  occupied  by  Mr.  T.  J.  E.  Thomas. 


These  slaughterhouses  are  inspected  regularly,  together 
with  all  animals  slaughtered  therein. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

Inspections  were  systematically  made  at  the  Colbren 
and  Cwmgiedd  slaughterhouses  and  with  only  two  slaughter- 
houses to  cope  with  and  a limited  amount  of  slaughtering  it 
was  possible  to  obtain  almost  100%  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year.  In  all  209  visits  were  made  for 
this  purpose  and  the  following  is  a list  of  animals  inspected  :

SEWAGE  EFFLUENT 


Samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  taken  at  the  Council’s 
Sewage  Works  prior  to  being  discharged  into  the  River  Tawe 
and  on  these  the  Public  Analyst  summarised  as  follows  : 
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Sample  No.  1 (1£th  March,  1964) 


The  hi^h  nitrate  figure  and  the  low  albuminoid  value 
show  that  most  of  the  impurities  in  the  sewage  had  been 
oxidised  by  the  plant.  This  effluent  was  highly  satisfactory 
having  a very  low  B.O.D.  figure  and  also  complying  with  the 
Roj'al  Commission  Standard  as  to  Matter  in  Suspension 
This  effluent  was  suitable  for  discharging  into  any  stream  or 
watercourse  and  its  quality  reflected  credit  on  maintenance 
of  the  plant.  Highly  Satisfactory. 


Sample  No.  2.  (9th  June,  1964) 

This  was  a well  purified  effluent  as  may  Le  seen  from  the 
high  nitrate  content  and  the  small  amount  of  unoxidised 
albuminoid  matter. 


The  matter  in  suspension  was  well  below  the  limit  of 
30.p.p.m.  recommended  by  the  Royal  Commission,  and  the 
B.O.D.  likewise  was  well  below  the  20  p.p.m.  limit  imposed 
by  the  same  Authority. 


It  was  an  effluent  vhich  could  be  discharged  into  any 
freshwater  stieam,  and  reflects  credit  on  the  maintenance 
of  the  plant. 


Sample  No.  3.  (13th  October,  1961) 

This  was  a highly  satisfactory  effluent,  having  a low 
B.O.D.  figure  and  the  matter  in  suspension  well  below  the 
Royal  Commission  limit  of  30  p.p.m.  It  will  be  seen  that 
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the  effluent  contained  ten  times  as  much  nitrogen  in  the  form 
of  nitrates  as  of  nitrogen  in  the  form  of  albuminoid  compounds 
This  shows  that  the  bacterial  beds  were  working 
effectively  and  reflects  credit  on  their  maintenance.  Highly 
Satisfactory. 


HOUSING 

20  new  houses  became  ready  during  the  year  and  were 
allocated  and  also  12  old  houses  were  re-allocated  - thus  32 
families  being  rehoused  during  the  year. 


4 unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act 
and  the  families  re-housed  and  repairs  were  carried  out  to 
9 houses  following  the  service  of  notices  under  the  Public 
Health  Act. 

HOUSING  SURVEY  - FUTURE  NEEDS 

The  advantages  from  building  small  old  age  pensioners 
bungalows  has  been  long  realised  by  the  Council  and  in 
Older  to  ascertain  the  exact  position  a .survey  of  all  Council 
houses  occupied  by  one  person  only  in  our  area  was  carried 
out  and  it  was  found  that  of  the  44  such  cases  existing  24 
were  prepared  to  give  up  their  houses  for  bungalows.  As  a 
result  the  Council  can  calculate  on  having  24  houses  at  their 
disposal  when  new  bungalows  will  be  built.  Whilst  admitt- 
ing that  solving  the  housing  problem  is  akin  to  chasing  the 
rainbow  I am  confident  that  50  or  60  bungalows  whould  go 
a long  way  towards  meeting  our  housing  needs  for  the  next 
year  or  two.  These  should  cope  with  Slum  Clearance  and 
also  the  top  40  or  so  on  our  waiting  list. 

Repairs  to  existing  Houses 

Good  use  is  being  made  of  Standard  and  Discretionary 
Cxrants  and  the  Surveyor  reports  that  the  following  improve- 
ments were  carried  out  :
